Assuming that die agreement is on 
tire exact line of the instructions sent, 
the modus will Ax tho provisional bound­ 
ary line between Alaska aud Canada at 
three points near the head of the Lynn 
canal. These will be sufficient, it is ex­ 
pected, to prevent any further conflicts. 
These points are as follows: On the 
White pass, at the old Canadian custom­ 
house, in the pass; on the Chi I knot pat 
likewise at the Canadian customhouse 
which has existed for the past lh months; 
im the Dalton trail, just above the Iu 
dian village of Kinckwau. 
The first two points were easily fixed; 
the hitch of the moment has been over 
the location of the divisional point on 
the Dalton trail. 
The point named is 
at the head of canoe navigation and 15 
miles above Tidewater, which the Cana­ 
dians sought so strenuously to reach. 
The modus provides only for a ternpor- 
arg delimitation, but then* is good 
reason to believe that the lines it will 
establish in the end will be accepted by 
both parties as the best possible solution 
of the vexed boundary issuer

The Sydney Daily Telegram states that 
the fighting in Samoa had been caused 
by the irrepressibly quarrelsome ten 
deucy of the Americans, and it was 
much to be regretted that the American 
fortes had received support from the 
British.

D EPA R T M E N T STO K ES 
Washington, June 9.—In view of the 
agitation in this country, aud portico 
hurly in the west, against the existence 
of the great department stores, the state 
department has published a report from 
United States Consul Mason at Berlin 
upon special taxation for department 
stores in Germany. 
Mr. Mason shows 
that a movement began in Germany in 
1896 to restrict the growth of these 
stores, and he describes in detail the 
various mea-tires that were proposed in 
the reich stag aud elsewhere to effect 
thin purpose- 
As iu some of the west 
era states, a progressive tax was the 
basis of most of the suggestions, but the 
German government, so far, has been 
unable to find any measure that does 
not violate the higher law of the em­ 
pire. 
The report includes, incidentally, 
a short history of the result of Frenoh 
legislation on the subject, and reference 
is made to the organization of a retail 
league of 40,000 members, all mer­ 
chants, to oppose the department stores. 
According to the statement of the 
founder of one department store, it had 
supplanted at the outset and soon ex­ 
tinguished about 900 retail shops and 
•tores and now does a business of $30,- 
880,000 annually, sufficient to maintain 
1,800 to 2,000 small stores.

Austin, June 9. — The cloudburst 
which swelled the rivers of this portion 
of the state out of their bauk* and 
caused a great loss of property Wednes­ 
day, is much worse than reported. Many 
people are known to have perished, 
meager reports last night placing the 
number at 25. 
Reports came from Ban Baba and 
Manardviile, small towns 90 
miles 
north of here in the mountains, saying 
that both towns had been swept by the 
raging floods and were badly devastated. 
In San Baba eight people were drowned 
and the entire town is reported under 
water. The river at that point is one 
mile wide aud running like a mill race. 
At Manardviile 18 houses were swept 
away aud yesterday several wore gave 
in to the swirling torrent and started 
on their voyage down the stream. 
The river is reported a* rising at both 
places and grave fears are entertained 
that the entire country in that neighbor­ 
hood will be laid waste. Ban Saba is 
located in a valley and vast tracks of 
wheat Helds are under water. 
These 
crops will provo a total loss. 
Many per­ 
sons, according to reports reaching here, 
had difficulty in getting to high land 
before the rise came. 
The situation at Manardviile is even 
more serious. 
A small town, located to 
the right and in the bend of the river in 
the valley, it proved an easy prey to the 
raging torrents. 
Seventeen people are 
known to have beeu drowned there, and 
there may be others. Of those drowned 
two were young white girls, Lydia and 
Ama Wells by mime. The others were 
all negroes who were living in cabins 
close to the riverfront aud were caught 
in the flood before they could make 
their way to safety owing to the dark­ 
ness of the night. 
The town has been 
laid waste by the floods aud all the sur­ 
rounding country is in undated. 
This additional fiiod has not yet 
reached Austin, bat it is expected here 
some time during today. 
A 45-foot rise 
is expected. 
The big dam and power 
house at this punt have been nuder a 
heavy strain owing to the terrific force 
of the flood. The farming lands below 
the city are under water. 
Owing to the fact that all telegraphic 
communications with San Saba and 
Manardviile is interrupted no additional 
details haw beeu received from these 
points. It is known, however, that the 
property damage will exceed $100,000. 
Livestock suffered severely, hundreds of 
cattle and hogs having been swept away 
by the resistless torrent.

Little Rock, June 9.—It is reported 
here that a landslide occurred at Ross 
Hollow aud engulfed 28 men, all of 
whom are supposed to have been killed 
Rose Hollow is a pass between two 
small mountain ranges about 28 miles 
west of Little Rock on the line of the 
Choctaw and Memphis railroad. 
A 
large force of graders has beeu engaged 
in grading the road through the pass 
aud, according to the report, it was a 
part of this force of men that were 
caught under the falling earth. 
The Report was brought in by farmers 
traveling from the locality. The scene 
of the accident is 28 miles from here, 
over a rough stretch of country, aud 
there are no telegraph connecticut). Ac­ 
cording to the farmers bringing the 
nows, a large force of men were engaged 
in excavating in a deep cut when the 
earth above, which had been loosened 
by heavy rains recently, suddenly came 
down upon them, burviug 28 men in 
tons of earth.
